Lexington, Ky., March 27. Judge 
Watts Parker, sitting in the crimi* 
mil division of the Fayette circuit 
court, to-ilay handed down a division 
overruling the motion for bail in the 
case of James Hargis, the county 
judge, and Edward Callahan, the 
sheriff of Breathitt county, anti El- 
bert Hargis anti remanded them to 
jail to await their trial for the mur- 
der of James Cockrell. In the case 
of A. H. Hargis, former state sena- 
tor, the court admitted him to bail 
in the sum of $15,000. 

The court delivered an oral opin- 
ion on the motion, reciting the con- 
ditions existing in Breathitt county 
at the time of the rtiurder of Cockrell 
ami suit) he believed it a matter the 
State should thoroughly investigate. 
He saitl he would allow the indicated 
,pien to have a trial as soon as they 
were reatly and would devote as 
much time as was necessary to the 
case. 

He saitl he would allow bail to the 
defendant Alex H. Hurgis on the 
ground that it hail been established 

that he was not in Jackson the day 
of the shooting and hail not been 
there for several days. 

Shortly after the announcement of 
Judge Parker’s decision. Alex Hurgis 
furnished the $15,000 bond anti was 
released. Gus Straus. John Flood. 
J. F. Vanderen and Joseph Skain 
being his bondsmen. He will return 
to his home at Winchester. 

Judge Hargis is still judge of 
Breathitt county, and the question 
arose as to who would set in his 
stead in the event bail was refused. 
Breck Combs, of Breathitt, was re- 
cently appointed magistrate of that 
county and to-day Judge Hargis re- 
quested him to hold the term of 
county court for him which will con- 
vene next week. 

After the question of bail had been 
decided the attorneys of the defense 
asked the court to set a date for the 
trial of the case. After consultation 
it was decided that both sides could 
be ready by Tuesday of next week, 
April 4. and the case was set for 
trial on that date. The court order- 
ed the jury commissioners to meet 
Thursday and place five hundred ad- 
ditional names in the jury wheel. 

All four of the defendants are joint- 
ly indicted and they may be tried to- 
gether or may demand separate 
trials. In the latter event the Com- 
monwealth may elect which one shall 
be tried first. 



Morganfield, Ky., Mar. 25. James 
Fletcher, the farmer who shot Claude 
Buchanan because the latter whipped 
his daughter while she attended ithe 
school taught by Buchanan last 
spring, was fined $400 in the circuit 
court here to-day. Fletcher’s free 
use of his gun h as .f cost him about 
$2,600. 

At the last meeting of the court 
Buchanan secured a judgment of 
$2,500 against Fletcher for personal 
injuries. Tne judgment was com- 
promised by Fletcher paying over 
$1,250 to the schoolteacher. 

Last spring Buchanan was teaching 
a country school in this county and 
two daughters of Fletcher were 
among his pupils. He found it 
nocssary to use corporal punishment 
on one of them to maintain order. 
After feeling the sting of the birch 
the girl ‘with her sister left the 
school and went home. They told 
their father anil he was so infuriat- 
ed that he at once went to the school- 
house. In the quarrel Buchanan 
was shot in the face by Fletcher. 

The farmer was indicted. Buch- 
anan filed a suit for $10,000 damages 
against Fletcher and the farmer anti 
his daughter filed counter suits for 
damages against the teacher. 

One of Fletcher’s attorneys stated 
to-day that the shooting and law 
suits with the fine to-day had cost 
the farmer in the neighborhood of 
$2,500.

of a woman who actually did, so far 
as intelligent consciousness was con- 
cerned, sleep almost exactly twenty 
years. 

The patient, of a neurotic and 
hysterical family, had always been 
delicate and nervous. On May 31, 
1883, she was seriously frightened 
and fell into violent hysteria, whiqh 
after twenty-four hours passed into 
unconsciousness. In this condition, 
interrupted every month or six 
weeks by sudden convulsive attacks 
she lay until May 23. 1903, kept alive 
entirely by injections of nourish- 
ment. 

On May 23 she was seized with 
hysteria similiar to that at the be- 
gining of her sleep, and the next 
day there was another convultion. 
On May 25 she began definitely to 
recover consciouness and by the next 
day was able to speak intelligently 
of events before her sleep and could 
also remember from day to day since 
her sleep, such as the drawing of 
her teeth, she knew nothing. On the 
evening of May 28 she died peace- 
fully. 

The particular case is of interest 
chiefly to the medical profession, but 
the general fact of survival in un- 
consciousness for a very long time 
shows how such tales as those of 
the Sleeping Beauty, the Seven Slee|>- 
ers of Ephesus and Rip Van \\ inkle, 
to mention only the most familiar 
examples, could have originated from 
actual experiance and observation. 
Very likely such cases occurred more 
than once.

"No piled up wealth, uo splendor 
of material growth, n<> brilliance of 
artistic development, will permanent- 
ly avail nny people unless its homo 
life is healthy. 

"The primary duty of the husband 
is to be the home-maker, the bread- 
winner for his wife and children, and 
the primary duty of the woman is to 
be tile helpmeet, the housewife and 
mother. 

“The way to give a child a fair 
chance in life is not to bring it up in 
luxury, but to see that it has the kind 
of training that will give it strength 
of character. 

"Just as the happiest ami most

The Arme- 
nian agent is used by Russian traders 
to press trade in the somewhat lim- 
ited markets of Persia. He is a keen 
trader, living in the fashion of the 
country at small expense, and speak- 
ing and writing the language of 
both the Russian Armenian and of 
the Persian with whom he deals. 
Camel, mide and donkey caravans 
are the ordinary means of transport, 
and camel is the cheapest. The 
packing of merchandise destined for 
inland Persia must be such as will 
adequately protect the goods against 
weeks of exposure to burning sun in 
summer or rain, snow and sodden 
ground in winter. The packages 
forwarded by mule caravan will have 
to endure rough handling through 
animals falling or colliding with 
others, or from tired or careless 
"charvaders” letting packages fall 
to the ground from the animals 
hacks when unloading nightly. 
Packages should not weigh more 
than 150 pounds.

ed army musket, which carried a 
large, peculiar bullet.
